have succeeded in doing so. 

Lewis said that after the veto

He said a list was drawn up of 
11 Senators who had voted for the 
act, but who would change their 


votes to sustain the veto. Lewis 


said all that was required to gain 
the support of those 11 Senators 
was for the President to call each 
one on the telephone. 

Lewis continued: 

“The President who now says he 
vetoed the act did not call one 
of those il Senators, simply be- 
cause he preferred to have it en- 
acted so he could say he vetoed 
it in this campaign. 

“That is the hypocricy of the 
President of the Untied States 
with respect to the Taft-Hartley 
Act. That’s your friend, Harry 
Truman.”

Lewis did not mention the name 
of Thomas E. Dewey or any candi- 
other than Truman.

Dewey in Albany said he had no 
comment to make on Lewis’s state- 
ment. The UMW leader gsup- 
ported Wendell Willkie, the Re- 
publican nominee in 1940, but was 
silent in 1944. 

Lewis accused “too many AFL 
and CIO leaders” of running to 
the White House and “selling out 
the labor movement and their own 
unions for a lunch.” He did net 
mention any names. 

“The United Mine Workers and 
its officers have never sold out 
for a lunch,” he continued.

of Siberia; would lead millions of 
other Germans to think we were 
pulling out of Europe; would 
weaken the resistance to Commu- 
nism in western Europe, and 


would, in short, knock the props | 


from under American foreign pol- 
icy everywhcre. 

Could we hang onto Berlin? The 
military men weren't sure. They 
weren't sure how many plenes it | 
Would take to keep the city fed | 
and supplied, or how many big) 
C-54s were available. 

But they agreed without hesita- 
tion that the effort had to be/| 
minde. They agreed that the block- 
ade of Berlin had to be answered 
and countered by every cargo-car- 
rying plane that could be mobil- 
ized. 

‘the next morning, the Pentagon 
conferees, with Seretaries Mar- 
eball, Forrestal and Royall, went 
to the White House to get presi- 
dentiar’ approval for their decision. 
Théy got it, and .went to work. 
From the Pentagon, orders went 
‘wut to Hawaii, Alaska and Pan- 
ama to rush C-54s to Germany. 
‘From the State Department, a 
message flashed to Ambassador 
Lewis W. Douglas in London to 
aek the British what they could 
do. 

By the next day, a fleet of 39 
C-54s was on its way to Germany, 
each plane able to carry 10 tons 

and to make at least three round 
trips a day from the Rhine air- 
fields to Berlin. One squadron, 
on its way westward across the 
Pacific, was diverted in mid-air 
west of Hawaii and told to reverse 
course—for Germany! — 

Air Crews Shivered. 

In Frankfurt, air crews arrived 
still wearing tropical wyniforms, 
and shivered in the chilly north 
European weather. If the British 
zone of Berlin, pleasure boats 
were ordered off the Havel Lake 
so that big seaplanes from Ham- 
burg could land their cargoes. 

Near Tempelhof airfields, gangs 
of Germans were put to work 
loading rubble onto 10-ton trucks, 
dumping a total of 40,000 truck- 
loads on the airfield, crushing it 

..to a depth of 18 inches with bull- 
dozers, and coating it with asphalt 
from bombed-out streets to make 
a new 5500-foot runway. 

. Day and night the big C-54s and 
smaller C-47s landed at Tempelhof 
with their cargoes of flour, milk, 
bags of coal. Day after day the 
total tonnage flown in grew more 
impressive—first only 300 tons a 
day, then, a month later, 3000 
tons a day. The air-lift came to 
bea miracle and a marvel. The 
airmen themselves were aston- 
ished at what they could do. 

German civilians clambered up 
the wooden wall alongside Tem- 
pelhof to see the great planes 
being unloaded. At the far end 
of the field crowds of Germans 
strained their eyes to watch from

Russian View on Currency. 

The note complained bitterly of 
the western currency reform, say- 
ing thet “the entire mass of cur- 
rency notes which were canceled 
in the western zone’ threatened to 
pour into Berlin and the Soviet 
zone.” It said Russia would not 
object to four-power negotiations, 


but only if they also covered 
broader questions of Germany. 
And it flatly refused to lift the 
blockade or to accept “any ‘pre- 
liminary conditions whatsoever.” 
The Russians no longer pleaded 
“technical difficulties.” In ‘the 
western capitals, the blast from 
the Kremlin made it clear that 
Russia “wanted one or both of two 
things—to get the western allies 
out of Berlin altogether, and to 
reverse or delay the decision to 
set up a western German govern- 
ment. Hither one of these would 
be a smashing success for Soviet 
diplomacy and Soviet policy. 
Perhaps for this reason, 
American military men in Ger- 
many talked openly at this time

In Policy Abroad, Says Vandenberg 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 (AP). 


ENATOR VANDENBERG (Rep.), Michigan, last night recounted 


the contributions of the Republican party biptarisan co-operation 


in foreign affairs and said that Gov. Thomas E, Dewey could be 
' depended on to further the policy of “national unity at the water’s 


edge.” 
Vandenberg, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 


| mittee, said in a broadcast for the , 
GOP. national ticket that the bi- 
| partisan foreign policy “does not) 
'mean that we cease to be Repub- | 
licans or Democrats at home.” 

“Tt means,” he continued, “that 
we strive by consultation to lift 
foreign policy above partisan is- 
sie. It means that we attempt to 
hammer out the greatest possible 
measure of agreement so we can 
speak to the world ,. .. as Un- 
divided Americans.” 

Vandenberg called this unity on 
foreign affairs “our best avail- 
able insurance for peace” and “as 
important as our atom bombs. came 

He said that one of the “vivid 
advantages” is that “it leaves Us 
free to change our national ad- 
ministration, if. such be the peo- 


gress, whic President Truman 
has called e “second worst in 
ihistory,” Vandenberg called atten- 


{tion to the record of the Senate 
'Forcign Relations Committee, 
| composed of seven Republicans 
‘and six Democrats. 


Of the 20 treaties and agree- 
ments submitted to the committee 
by the President, he said, 19 were 
unanimously approved by a bi- 
partisan vote of 13 to 0. The com- 
mittee, he continued, also consid- 
ered 31 bills and resolutions, some 
of “transcendant importance.” All 
$1, he noted, received a unanimous 
13-to-0 report. 

After paying tribute to the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 
for its cd-operation, Vandenburg 
declared: 

“When histery is written, the 
Eightieth Congress will be remem- 


lations long after other relatively 
trenscient issues have been for 
gotten. 

“I suggest that this record 
makes the Eightieth Congress, in 
all that relates to our foreign af- 
fairs, not ‘the second worst.in his- 
tory’ as we sometimes hear in 
general attack, but the best.” 

Vandenberg credited Republican 
“initiative” with making  far- 
reaching contributions to the U.N. 
charter; with improving the Euro- 
pean Recovery Program as orig- 
inally submitted by the State De- 
partment; with giving China an 
active place in the foreign aid pro- 
gram, and with making it possible 
for the United States to enter “re- 
gional arrangements” to stop ag- 
gressors, bnoaden the utility of 
the U.N. “and to save it from So- 
viet blight.” 

Vandenberg made it clear that 
a bipartisan fsreign policy. was 
not to be interpreted as meaning 
that the Republicans do not con- 
sider theme-ives free to criticize 
“past lapses” in foreign policy. 

Such “lapses” as the “fateful 
concessions to Stalin at Yalta and 
Potsdam” and the “tragic failure 
to nail down” our clear rights in 
Berlin, he said, account for many 
of our present hazards. 

At another point, Vandenburg 
said that it must be made plain 
that bi-partisan foreign policy ap- 
plies “only where co-operative con- 
sultation and mutual decision ex- 
ists from start to finish.” He 


added that: 


“Historically this has not been 
the case in China, Palestine or 
Japan. Until recently it did not 
apply in South America.” 

Bipartisanship in foreign policy, 


After the election this party 
jmay be evaluated not so much 
‘by the total national vote as by 
its relative effect in individual 
states. Wallace probably will ob- 


tain a national vote of less than 
‘two and a half millions out of 


56 millions, which of itself is 
hardly significant. Theodore 
Roosevelt in 1912 polled 4 million 


‘votes when the national total was 


only 15 millions, LaFollette in | 
1924 polled nearly 5 millions out | 
of 29 millions. 

At least a third of Wallace’s 
vote is expected to come from the 
home states of the Republican | 
presidential and vice presidential 
nominees—New York and Califor- 
nia. In these states Wallace at 
present appears to have nearly 
enough to throw the state into a 
tie-range if his votes went -to 
Truman, 

What a Shift Could Do. 

Without their 72 electoral votes 
the élection of Dewey and War- 
ren would not be so certain. A 
shift of the Wallace vote could 
change the situation materially in 
the Truman direction in states 
like Washington and to a lesser 
extent Massachusetts. In Minne- 
sota, where at this writing the 
inclusion of Wallace on the ballot 
is not yet finally settled, a shift 
of Wallace voters to Truman 
might make the state fairly defin- 
itely in the Truman column. 


Wallace is not expected to with- 
draw and, if he should withdraw, 
the poll indicates that his voters 
wovld not all switch to Truman, 
but rather that about half of them 
would not vote. New York and 
California, therefore, are fully ex- 
pected to be found in the Repub- 
lican column whey the election re- 
turns are in. Nevertheless, under 
our electoral vote system, Wallace 
appears to be playing an influen- 
tial part in the election of Dewey. 

Much depends upon the rise or 
fall of Progressive party influence 
in the next few weeks. There are 
indications that its strength is 
waning rather than increasing. To 
be effective, a rise could be Ccon- 
fined not only to a very few states, 
but to a very few cities and,to a

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The letter writers who are opposed 
to the bond issue wish to make it ap- 
pear that no one in the comminity can 
be trusted any more, ard that pledges 
by public officials and civic-minded 
persons, even thoush spread upon the 


official records, are not legally valid or | 


nmrorally binding in any way. 


Richmond C. Coburn, chairman of the 
Citizens’ committee, hag repeatedly 
pointed out that bond attorneys have 
said that the bonds would not be valid 
if some of the restrictions urged by one 
or two groups surrounded their sale. 
Such conditions would make them im- 
‘possible to dispose of. Therefore, the 
solemn pledge of the Board of Alder- 
men, the Mayor and the slum clearance 
officials has been given that no one in 
the area will be dispossessed unless and 
until housing adequate to his means has 
been provided. 


No one can give now the exact detail 
of every step in carrying out the bond 
issue objectives. The opponents of the 
bond issue know this, but prefer to ig- 
nore the facts. 


To allege that the clearance project 
would be a “plum in the hands of pri- 
vate interests” is, of course, not in the 
remotest sense in keeping with the facts. 
The land available in the area will be 
resold by the city at “use value” to 
limited-profit corporations which will in 
turn agree to erect housing in accord- 
ance with specific plans and needs. No 
watered profits are possible and no 
profiteers will even touch the project. 


There are many sincere persons who 
have not yet become acquainted with 
all the facts in the ond proposal. When 
they do, they will most certainly vote 
for it. There are, unfortunately, others 
who are not quite so well meaning and 
do not care to see the people in the area 
improve their lot, but would instead 
raise false issues and distrust of one 
of the most forward-looking projects 
which has ever faced the community. 


Who will take the responsibility for 
the condition of the people in the area 


10 years from now when their housing. 


has deteriorated almost beyond the ca- 
pacity to endure? Where will they go 
then? What better projects are being 
offered by opponents of the bond issue? 
Why is it necessary to go to ‘the lengths 
some of them hgve gone to, to distort 
the facts.

For places on that agency, which is vital 
in the protection of the interests of consumers, 
Gov. Green chose party hacks of the ward vari- 
ety in Chicago. 

The Better Government Association has an 
adverse judgment on Attorney General George 
F. Barrett. Its report says flatly that George 
Barrett’s “administration of the office has been 
unsatisfactory.” A particular point is that “he 
has not been aggressive in fulfilling his duties.” 
The report might have elaborated and said that 
after George Barrett was forced to action in the 
investigation of corruption in office, he was so 
brazen as to appoint two of his own aids, one 


_ of them under investigation by the Chicago Bar 


Association, to conduct a stall until after the 
election. 

The non-partisan character of the above criti- 
cisms is indicated by the fact that the associa-

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If All White, It’s Not Christian 


There may be no fiery crosses burning on the 
stecp side of Table Mountain behind Capetown 
and no Afrikaners buying hooded nightshirts in 
its stores, but otherwise white supremacy is flam- 
ing high in Premier Francois Malan’s South 
Africa. But it is good to read in The Christian 
Century, undenominational Protestant weekly, 
that at least one man has the courage to de- 
nounce this racism. 

He is Dr. Francis Hennemann, the Roman 
Catholic bishop of Capetown. In a pastoral let- 
ter, read in all the churches of his diocese, he 
denounced the Malan government’s policy as 
“noxious, un-Christian and destructive.” It is all 
the more heinous because it is being carried out 
in the name of Christian civilization: “Christian 
civilization, we are asked to believe,” he wrote, 
“is the same thing as a white civilization. The 
truth is that there is no such thing as white 
civilization. If it is white exclusively, it is not 
Christian, and if it is Christian, it is not white.” 

Such words are immensely unpopular in South 
Africa today. The small white minority may 
not always be able to maintain its dominance 
over the vast black majority. But Bishop Henne- 
mann surely had more in mind than the possi- 
bility of insuring future advantage for his 
church.

How- 
ever, even this isn’t good enough for Frank 
Sinatra or Paul Robeson who use the word 
“people.” This has removed all meaning from 
one part of the song, which in its revised version 
now goes: 

“People all work on the Mississippi 

“People all work while the white folks play.” 

Now, While I agree that “kinky” and “darkie” 
have disagreeable essociations to Negroes, I won- 
der where this sort of revision is going to end 
and why exactly the Negro groups that insisted - 
on these changes have stopped there. “ Squitoes 
am a-hummin’ on the honeysuckle vine” from 
“Kentucky Babe.” for example, is clearly a re- 
fiection on mammy’'s English. Connotations sur- 
‘Younding that word “mammy” are not entirely 
happy either. Why not eliminate it and put the 
whole song .in Oxford English? ..It wouldn't be 
a Negro lullaby any longer; it wouldn't be much 
ef a song of any sort but it wouldn’t hurt any- 
one’s feelings either.

Beautiful Mexican Film 


OHN STEINBECK'’S little parable on the greed of men, 
q “THE PEARL,” has been made into a superb motion picture 
~ by the Mexican company, Aguila, for its first English 
language film, and opens tonight at the ST. LOUIS. “The Pear!” 
easily ranks as one of the best films of the 
year. It is starkly and hauntingly beautiful, 
telling its simple tale with moving intensity 
and great power, hewing cleanly to the story 
line, and emerging as a work of. artistic 

integrity. 
I think the credits for this fine job can 
be pretty evenly distributed. The scripters, 
Steinbeck himself, Emilio Fernandez and Jack Wagner, have 
followed Steinbeck’s story closely, enlarging on it in. some 
scenes only for political values, as in bringing in a festival 
and having the knife fight take place in the serf instead of a 
hut. The simplicity of the story, of a poor Mexican fisherman 
who wrests a gigantic pearl from the sea bottom and finds it 
brings him only unhappiness, strife and tragedy before he 
finally casts it back into the sea, is such that it could almust 
be told without words. The dialogue therefore supplements the 
visual action, and has been kept economical, but forceful and 

poetic. 


The writers, and Fernandez, who did the direction, have 
kept clear of arty preciousness, of belaboring the theme of 
the parable, but have let the eloquence of the story come out 
quietly and naturally. Dramatie tricks of suspense leading to 
the sharply tragic climax have been honestly used. Fernandez 
and his photographer, Gabriel Figueroa, noted for his camera 
work for “The Fugitive,” have composed some memorably 
beautiful scenes, working against Mexican beachesgand surf, 
tablelends, swamps and mountains. ; 


The fisherman is made into one of the striking perform- 
ances of the year by Pedro Armendariz, the Mexican-American 
actor who come into English-film prominence in “The Fugitive.” 


He gives him simplicity, dignity and strength. Maria Elena 
Marques, a Mexican actress almost unknown in this country 
until now but quite renowned south of the border, also is 
quite effective as the fisherman’s wife. 


“The Pearl” is a bi-lingyal work, having been made 
simultaneously in Spanish for the Latin-American market, It 
is a: welcome addition to that too small collection of great films 
of all nations. 

The second feature, “BODYGUARD,” starring Lawrence 
Tierney, is the story of a police detective who quits the force 
in a huff, and is framed into a murder which he's called upon 
to solve. It holds some narrative interest, and, for a B, is fair.

Leo McCarey ranks with Frank Capra among directors as 

a master of the “human interest” touch, which means he's a 

dispenser of high-grade hokum. That's exactly what “GOOD 

SAM’ at the AMBASSADOR is. It’s about a kind-hearted 

department store manager, (Gary Cooper) 

known as Good Sam (“Good Samaritan”—get 

it?) who is an incurable do-gooder to the point 

where he’s a sucker for a sob-story and a 

touch. His long-patient wife (Ann Sheridan) 

finds their married life is being wrecked 

by his overdoing of the role. He lends his car 

to a neighbor, who smashes it and invoives 

him in-a damage suit. He lends his $5000 nest egg to a young 

guy and his wife who are going to have a baby and need the 

money to buy e filling station, then Sam doesn’t have the 

money to buy the dream-house his wife so desperately watts. 

He takes his wife's brother and an unfortunate little blonde 

from the store into his small, already overcrowded house. He 

collects money for a Christmas dinner for down-and-outers, 

gets knocked over the head for it by a girl who tells him a 

sob-story, and has to repay it. He gets drunk and gives the 

clothes off his back to a barfly who reviles him for it. But, 

whenever it seems all is lost, his kindness is repaid and his 
faith in human nature is justified—almost. 


It’s a queer mixture, but an entertaining one. McCarey has 
pumped it full of both chuckles and sniffles with a sure deft- 
ness. He has made it at times seem a subtle satire on the 
Pollyanna theme, only to have the ending as outrageously 
Pollyannish as anything ever contrived, with Sam’s woes 
miraculously dissolved, his dream house won and a vice- 
presidency of the store awaiting him. However, it's so good- 
humoredly presented it’s heart-warming rather than sticky, and 
Cooper's expert awkwardness makes the unbelievably naive 
Sam almost believable.

[) rant t recently at a restau- 
rant famous over the years 
for its cuisine, we were served 
a golden mashed vegetable uni- 
dentifiable in form or flavor. 
What a shock it was to find this 
nondescript mound Was once 
whole yellow carrots! To be sure, 
vegetables are often dressed up 
in many different ways to en- 
hance their natural flavors. But 
it's defeating the purpose of good 
cooking to serve them in a form 
so changed that they can't be 
recognized. 

To cook carrots soft enough to 
mash means to overcook them, 
with a resultant loss of flavor and 
vitamins. Carrots are most ap- 
pealing in flavor and color when 
cooked until barely tender. Cut 
in julienned strips or crosswise 
slices to show the graduation of 
shades of yellow and perhaps a 
touch. of green, carrots are al- 
Ways recognizable and when 
cooked quickly are firm enough 
to be chewable. A food's flavor 
is enjoyed to the fullest when the 
food has to be chewed a little 
before swallowing. 

The thinner carrots are sliced. 
the more quickly they'll cook. 


Add just a small amount of water 
to keep from pouring off any 
water at the end of cooking and 
to prevent wasting any of the 
water soluble vitamins, but watch 
the pot carefully for the carrots 
scorch easily, due to their high 
sugar content. Simply served with 
melted butter, and perhaps gar- 


nished with chopped parsley, the 
naturally appealing flavor of car 
rots is still intact. 


CARROT CASSEROLE 


(For an oven meal) 

Eight medium carrots, three- 
fourths teaspoon salt, one-fourth. 
teaspoon sugar, one-half cup boil- 
ing water, three tablespoons but- 
ter, one tablespoon parsley. 

Wash carrots, and scrape to ob- 
tain a clear golden color all over 
the surface. Slice crosswise di- 
rectly into a four-cup casserole. 
Sprinkle with salt and sugar. Add 
water and dot with the butter. 
Cover and bake in a moderately 
hot oven (400 degrees F.) for 25 
to 30 minutes or until barely ten- 
der. Remove cover, toss lightly 
with two forks, sprinkle with 
parsiey and serve at once. Four 
to five servings. 

These carrots may be cooked 
on top of stove over very low 
heat for 15 to 20 minutes, the 
time depending on tenderness.

EGULAR readers of this col- 
R umn, asmall inactive minority, 

we might add, will recall our 
giving various tips on how 
scratches and white marks on fuf- 
niture finish can “sometimes” be 
removed.* Well, sometimes they 
can be covered up, but when the 
entire finish is in bad shape it's 
easier and quicker in the long run 
to remove the entire old finish 
and slap on a new one. 

You can pull off the old finish 
either with a liquid varnish re- 
mover, & scraper or sandpaper. 
Once the finish is off, the wood 
must be ded down until it is 
really sm as ice. Use a very 
fine grade of sandpaper for the 
final sanding. 

If you feel that the wood is not 
the right color then you can stain 


it at this point. Just follow the 
stain manufacturer's 
for this end of the job. Nothing 
difficult about it. 


The final finish over the stain | 
is a matter of opinion, and where | 
the piece is to be used. If it’s go- 


ing to take a beating then the 
finish should be one of these new 
varnishes which are more or less 
resistant to heat and water.
